REPORT NARRATIVE 


Synopsis: 


On 09-20-16, at 2325 hours, I was assigned to the 8th Floor Housing Deputy position at the San Diego Central Jail (SDCJ). 
While performing an unscheduled search of the 5th Floor "D" Module, inmate Sanford, Ryan #16157498 attempted to conceal 
hoarded medication in his cell. When deputies asked Sanford to exit his cell so that it could be searched, Sanford became 
verbally hostile and threatened me by stating "I am going to find you on the street, and then we will see how tough you are". 
As Sanford made these threats, Sanford grabbed a section of his prosthetic leg and revealed an approximately 3-5" metal 
screw attached to it. Sanford pointed this metal screw towards my face as he threatened me. After approximately 2 minutes 
of Sanford making threats, Sanford attached his prosthetic leg to his amputated leg. I attempted to assist Sanford off of his 
bunk, but as we approached Sanford, Sanford pulled away and began punching out toward other deputies and myself. While 
doing this, Sanford punched toward Deputy Edens #3543 and missed, but then used his right arm to encircle Deputy Edens 
around the neck and pull him in toward him. This resulted in Deputy Edens receiving swelling, soreness, and redness to the 
back of his neck. 


Background: 

Sanford was arrested by the San Diego Sheriffs Department for 9-7-16 three counts of 148(A) (1) PC Resisting Arrest, and 
422 PC Threat Crime. 


Deputy's Observations and Actions: 


On 09-20-16, at 2325 hours, I was assigned to the 8th Floor Housing Deputy position at the San Diego Central Jail (SDCJ). 
While performing an unscheduled search of the 5th Floor "D" Module I approached the closed and secure door of Cell #6 and 
asked the inmates inside to stay lying on their bunks. Inmate Sanford, Ryan was lying under his blanket on the top bunk while

being instructed to remain lying on their bunks as a K9 unit would search the dayroom and secured cell doors of the cells. 
Deputies were positioned in front of each cell in the module and instructed to remove inmates from their cells if the K9 alerted

to the exterior of their cell, or the inmates were witnessed performing actions that would lead one to believe they were 
attempting to conceal drugs or contraband. 

After approximately 5 minutes of monitoring Cells #6 and #7, I saw inmate Sanford begin to move around on the top bunk in 
his cell. Sanford appeared to be attempting to move a container from his foot to his hands. I instructed Sanford to remain 
still, but Sanford continued to move. I opened Cell #6 and approached Sanford to inspect the container. I took the container 
from Sanford and stated that I was going to search it for contraband. Sanford repeated "Fuck you homie, fuck you!" The 
container contained nothing but papers so I exited the cell and stood near the door of the cell with the cell door open. Sanford 
remained on his top bunk but was poorly attempting to conceal his hands from me. I asked Sanford what was in his hands, 
but Sanford stopped talking and placed his hands under his mattress. Due to Sanford's obvious attempts to hide something in 
his hands and to ensure Sanford was not concealing drugs or contraband, I approached Sanford and instructed him to exit the 
cell. Sanford quickly sat up on his bunk and began yelling "fuck you homie!" Sanford reached under his blanket and removed 
a portion of a prosthetic leg that had an approximately 3-5" screw protruding from the end of it. Sanford held the portion of the 
prosthetic leg with both of his hands and pointed the screw towards my face. Sanford then began threatening me by stating "I 
am going to find you on the street, and then we will see how tough you are. Take off your badge right now and see what 
happens." Due to Sanford threatening me with the large metallic screw, I could not safely approach Sanford. After 
approximately 1 minute of Sanford threatening and jabbing toward me with the screw, Sanford began to attach his prosthetic 
leg to his amputated leg. During this time Sanford repeatedly stated a variation of the statement "Fuck you homie, my lawyer 
told me to tell you fuck you". 

After Sanford secured his prosthetic leg to his amputated leg, I approached Sanford to safely assist him off of his bunk while 
also attempting to control his hands so that he could not attempt to strike us if he chose to. As I approached Sanford, I stated 
"We are going to help you down", I than reached up towards his left arm to assist and control him while he was getting off his 
bunk. As I reached up, Sanford slapped my right arm with his left hand and began to kick with his prosthetic and real leg. To 
prevent Sanford from kicking, I grabbed Sanford under his left triceps while Deputy Graves #3760 grabbed onto the right side 
of Sanford by the shirt, Deputy Graves and I then pulled Sanford off his bunk (See Deputy Graves' Officer Report #58704). 
While Deputy Graves and I pulled Sanford off his bunk, Sanford landed in the standing position and started to punch out 
towards other deputies and myself. While Sanford was attempting to punch deputies, he was able to use his arm to encircle 
the back of Deputy Edens' #3543 neck and attempt to put Deputy Edens in a "head lock" (See Deputy Edens' Officer Report 
#58707). Deputy Edens was able to pull his head away from Sanford and then deliver 4 closed fist strikes to the right side of 
Sanford's lower back. To prevent Sanford from striking deputies, I used my left arm to encircle the head of Sanford. Deputy 
Graves and I then pulled Sanford down so that he was bent over and his left side and head were on the cell desk. Sanford 
continued to struggle and successfully pulled his head away from my arm. To prevent Sanford from standing back up and 
again striking at deputies, I used my right closed fist to strike Sanford in the face twice. Deputy Maulhardt #3267 then used 
both of his hands to apply downward pressure to the left side of Sanford's head (See Deputy Maulhardt's Officer Report 
#58705) and prevent him from standing up. 

While Sanford was bent over his cell table, he continued to thrash his body and grab at deputies with his unsecured hands. 
Deputy Graves positioned himself behind Sanford and pulled him down toward the floor. Sanford landed in the prone position 
on the floor with his hands under his chest. Deputy Maulhardt attempted to pull Sanford's right hand from under his chest 
while Deputy Graves attempted to pull Sanford's left hand out from under his chest. During this time multiple deputies 
instructed Sanford to put his hands behind his back, but Sanford refused these instructions and continued to thrash his body 
and attempt to stand up. Neither Deputy Graves nor Deputy Maulhardt could remove Sanford's hands so that he could be 
secured in handcuffs. Deputy Edens used his right foot to deliver 3 strikes to the left upper leg of Sanford. Deputy Vela 
#3334 then arrived and used both of his hands to apply downward pressure to the left side Sanford's face (See Deputy Vela's 
Officer Report #58706). Deputy Dudley #3102 arrived and used both of his hands to apply downward pressure to the upper 
back of Sanford (See Deputy Dudley's Officer Report #58703). Deputy Maulhardt was then able to pull Sanford's right hand 
out from under his chest but still could not place it behind Sanford's back to be handcuffed. Deputy Edens then delivered two 
knee strikes to the right side of Sanford's abdomen. Sanford continued to trash his body on the floor and yelled "You can't 
hurt me homie!" Cpi. Rodriguez #7289 entered the cell and deployed his TASER into Sanford's upper back (See Cpi. 
Rodriguez Officer Report #58709) Deputy Graves and Deputy Maulhardt were than able to place Sanford's hands behind his 
back and place handcuffs on him.

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At approximately 2331 hours, Sanford was removed from his cell and placed onto a gurney. As Sanford was being wheeled 
to the SDCJ 3rd Floor Clinics, he made repeated comments that he was a "tough Samoan" and that we should be afraid of 
him. When we arrived at SDCJ 3rd Floor Clinics, Sanford was medically evaluated by SDCJ Nursing Staff. Pictures were 
taken of Sanford and Deputy Eden's injuries.

REPORT NARRATIVE 


ORIGIN: 

On 9/20/16, at approximately 2325 hours, I was working the 6th Floor Housing Deputy Position at San Diego Central Jail 
(SDCJ) assisting with an unscheduled search of all modules on the 5th Floor. 

DEPUTY'S OBSERVATIONS AND ACTIONS: 

Upon entering D module I was standing in front of cell #1 while the K-9 searched the module for contraband. The K-9 alerted 
on cell #16. The cell was opened and the occupants were removed to be searched. Deputies on the upper level entered cell 
#16 to search for contraband. 

During this time I heard CpI. Gocke #3072 ask the 5th floor control deputy to open cell #6 using his radio. I observed CpI. 
Gocke, Deputy Maulhardt, and Deputy Edens enter the cell. I walked over to the cell to provide assistance. As I was walking 
over to the cell, I observed CpI. Gocke speaking to an inmate on the top bunk who I later learned was inmate Sanford, Ryan 
BN16157498. I could not hear what was said at that time. 

I returned to cell #1. Approximately one minute later I observed CpI. Gocke was now further into the cell and Deputy Edens 
entered the cell again. I immediately moved toward the cell to provide assistance. Upon arriving at the cell, Sgt. Boatright 
#4865 was standing at the opening of the cell. CpI. Gocke was inside the cell standing in front of Sanford and Deputy Edens 
#3543 was standing just behind and to the left of CpI. Gocke.

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I entered the cell and positioned myself to CpI. Gocke's left side just to the side of the cell desk even with where Cpi. Gocke 
was standing in the cell. Deputy Maulhardt #3267 entered behind me and was positioned behind me just off to my right side. 

I observed Sanford sitting on his bunk with his prosthetic leg lying beside him and the approximate 3-5" bolt protruding from 
the tip of his right amputated leg pointed at Cpi. Gocke's head and neck area. 

Sanford was making statements to Cpi. Gocke that he was an overzealous Corporal for bothering him. Sanford then turned to 
me and said "What's up Dep"? I responding and said "what's up with you"? Sanford then moved his eyes to Sgt. Boatright 
and said "Sarge you have an overzealous corporal!" Sanford then started cursing and threatening Cpi. Gocke. Sanford said 
"Fuck you!" "If you took that badge off I'd fuck you up." "You gonna take that badge off?" Sanford then proceeded to say "Fuck 
you" and "Fuck you guys" several times. While making these statements, Sanford was continuously moving and pointing the 
approximate 3-5" bolt on the end of his amputated leg in Cpi. Gocke's direction. 

Cpi. Gocke instructed Sanford to put his leg on and get down off his bunk. Sanford continued to curse but put his prosthetic 
leg on and sat on his bunk continuing to threaten to "Fuck up" Cpi. Gocke. Cpi. Gocke again instructed Sanford to get down 
off his bunk. Sanford did not comply and remained seated on his bunk looking at us. Cpi. Gocke said "we're going to help 
you down." 

Cpi. Gocke attempted to reach for Sanford's left arm. Sanford pulled back away from Cpi. Gocke and threw a punch at him. I 
attempted to grab Sanford's right arm and Sanford pulled away from me and started throwing more punches and kicking his 
prosthetic leg towards Cpi. Gocke and I. 

I grabbed hold of the right side of Sanford's shirt and Cpi. Gocke was able to grab Sanford on his left side. Cpi. Gocke and 1 
pulled Sanford forward off his bunk and he landed on his feet. Sanford immediately grabbed hold of Deputy Edens head. 

Deputy Edens, Cpi. Gocke, Deputy Maulhardt, and I pushed Sanford back towards the desk in an attempt to get his hands 
and arms away from Deputy Edens. We pinned Sanford over the desk and he twisted his body and turned his back toward us 
and continued to throw punches and kicks with his prosthetic leg. 

I was positioned on Sanford's left side. Fearing that one of my partners could've gotten seriously hurt by Sanford's wild 
punches and his metal prosthetic leg or the bolt he displayed prior, I delivered two closed fist strikes to his left side and left 
back area with my right hand. 

I continuously gave verbal commands for Sanford to get down on the ground and to stop resisting. Sanford Remained bent 
over the desk thrashing his body side to side and throwing punches wildly not complying with instructions. 

I repositioned myself behind Sanford and with both hands, I grabbed around his waist. Using my body weight I pulled Sanford 
to the ground of the cell. Sanford landed on his stomach with his head towards the door. Sanford immediately attempted to 
turn over and tucked his left arm underneath him. Despite repeated commands to give up his left arm and put it behind his 
back, he refused to comply. 

Cpi. Rodriguez #7289 entered the cell and deployed his Taser. Both probes made contact with Sanford's upper back area. 
Sanford tensed up during the Taser deployment but still refused to give up his left arm under his body. 

Deputy Maulhardt and I were able to grab hold of Sanford's left wrist and we both guided his arm from underneath his body to 
behind his back. 

Once both of his arms were behind his back I applied my handcuffs to Sanford's wrists. 

At this time, I noticed both of my latex gloves were ripped and I had blood on my left fingers. I was instructed to exit the cell 
and decontaminate my hands. 

After washing my hands, I assisted in escorting Sanford down to the 3rd floor medical station for medical evaluation.

REPORT NARRATIVE 


ORIGIN: 


On 09-20-16, at approximately 2325 hours, I was assigned to work the 8th Floor Housing Deputy Position at the San Diego 
Central Jail (SDCJ). I was performing an unscheduled search on the 5th Floor when I was involved in a use of force with 
inmate Sanford Ryan #16157498. 

DEPUTY'S OBSERVATION AND ACTIONS: 


While conducting an unscheduled search of D module cell #6 CpI. Gocke #3072 contacted Inmate Sanford who was very 
aggressive and made numerous threats to assault deputies. Sanford also stated he would assault them while off duty if he 
saw them on the street. I stood by with CpI. Gocke while he instructed Sanford to exit his cell so a search could be 
performed. Sandford was seated on the top bunk and grabbed his prostheses leg which had a large sharp spike on it. Sanford 
began to motion it towards deputies as if he was going to stab them. 

CpI. Gocke instructed Sanford to get off the top bunk. Sanford put his prostheses leg on and jumped down from his rack. 
While jumping from the top rack Sanford attempted to deliver a strike to my face or head with his clenched right fist. I 
immediately saw that Sanford was trying to assault me and dodged his strike. Sanford missed but made contact with and 
broke my radio mic. Sanford then attempted to grab my neck in an attempt to choke me. Sanford had the bicep area of his 
right arm behind my head and was attempting to try and apply pressure to my neck with his forearm. 

Fearing for my life I immediately delivered four closed fist strikes using both my right hand to the right side of Sanford's lower 
back. During this time Deputy Graves and CpI. Gocke were forcing Sanford to the ground. Between my strikes and the 
deputies forcing Sanford to the ground I was able to slip free from Sanford's grasp. Once Sanford was on the ground, he 
immediately began throwing fist strikes and kicking at deputies. Due to the severity of his assaultive behavior I needed to 
overcome his resistance and gain his compliance before my partners or I were seriously injured.

I immediately delivered 3 kicks with my right leg making contact with Sanford's left upper leg in the large muscle mass. While 
delivering these strikes Sanford was yelling "you guys are weak this shit don't phase me, I'll kick your asses". Deputy 
Maulhardt, CpI. Gocke, and Deputy Graves #3760 were on top of Sanford trying to gain control of his limbs or gain his 
compliance. I gave Sanford numerous verbal commands to give up his hands and stop resisting. Sanford did not comply. 

While Sanford was thrashing and throwing strikes I was able to grab his right arm and place it behind his back. Sanford still 
had his left hand tucked under him and would not give it up. Sanford was also trying to twist and get on his back in an effort to 
be in a position of advantage on us. Seeing this and fearing of being bit or spit on, I immediately delivered 2 knee strikes to 
the right side of Sanford's lower back. 

CpI. Rodriguez #7289 arrived to the cell and Sanford was still being assaultive and refusing to give up his left hand. CpI. 
Rodriguez Tased Sanford in the middle area of the back. After Sanford was Tased Deputy Graves and I placed cuffs onto his 
wrists. Sanford was carried out from the cell and into the dayroom and placed on the floor. Using both hands I applied 
downward pressure to Sanford's feet until a gurney arrived. Once on scene Sanford was lifted onto the gurney and escorted to 
the 3rd floor to be treated by SDCJ medical staff. 

I had no further contact with Sanford.

On 09/20/2016, at approximately 2325 hours, I was assigned to work the 5th Floor Housing Deputy Position at the San Diego 
Central Jail (SDCJ). I was assisting in conducting an unscheduled search on the 5th Floor, inside the D Module. 

DEPUTY'S OBSERVATIONS & ACTIONS: 

While assisting with the unscheduled search on the 5th Floor D Module, I overhead an inmate later identified as Sanford, 

Ryan (BN 16157498) yell, "Well fuck you then", inside of the 5th Floor D Module Cell #06 (5D6). I responded to 5D6 and 
observed Corporal Gocke (#3072) and Deputy Graves (#3760) inside 5D6. Sanford was sitting on the top bunk looking down 
towards Corporal Gocke. Corporal Gocke instructed Sanford to get down from the top bunk and Sanford stated he had to put 
on his prosthetic leg. Sanford proceeded to threaten Corporal Gocke stating he wanted to see Corporal Gocke on the street 
and without his uniform. Sanford was holding a piece of his prosthetic leg that appeared to be a metal spike approximately 3 
inches in length. Sanford was pointing the metal spike toward Corporal Gocke while he threatened him. Once Sanford had his 
prosthetic leg attached, Corporal Gocke again instructed him to come down from the top bunk. Sanford refused. Corporal 
Gocke began to remove Sanford from the top bunk and as Sanford came down he attempted to strike myself and Deputy 
Edens with a closed right fist. Sanford was forced to his right by my partners, onto the top of the metal desk inside 5D6. Using 
both my hands I applied downward pressure on the left side of Sanford's head in an attempt to maintain control while my 
partners secured his arms. In an effort to gain better control and securing Sanford, my partners pulled Sanford to the floor. 
Sanford landed on his left shoulder with his head facing the cell door. I grabbed Sanford's right arm with both of my hands and 
forced it behind his back to be handcuffed. I maintained control of Sanford's right arm with both my hands until my partners 
gained control of his left arm. Handcuffs were placed on Sanford's wrist behind his back.

REPORT NARRATIVE 


ORIGIN: 


On 09/21/16, at approximately 2325 hours, I was assigned as the 5th Floor Housing Deputy at the San Diego Central Jail 
(SDCJ). While performing an unscheduled drug search, I was involved in a use offeree with inmate Ryan Sanford BN# 
16157498. 

DEPUTY'S OBSERVATION AND ACTIONS: 


While watching inmates on the 5th Floor Module D Cell #3, I heard a commotion going on in Module D Cell #6. I ran to Cell #6 
to see what the commotion was all about. I entered Cell #3 because I saw that it was a struggle in securing Sanford on his 
stomach in a prone position by multiple deputies. 

Once on the ground, Sanford was on the floor facing downward with his hands underneath his body. Myself and multiple 
deputies ordered Sanford to place his hand behind his back and to lay flat on his stomach. 

To ensure that Sanford was secured on the floor in a position of disadvantage, I placed both of my hands on the left side of 
Sanford's face and applied downward pressure. The reason why I placed downward pressure was to limit his mobility in order 
to secure his hands in handcuffs. If I did not place downward pressure on the left side of Sanford's head, I feared that he 
would have had the mobility to hurt a fellow deputy. I also feared that he could have escaped the cell. 

Sanford continued to resist. We could not secure his hands due to him resisting continually. In result of Sanford continuing to 
resist, my partner deployed his conductive energy device in order to gain control of Sanford. The conductive energy device 
being deployed on Sanford was effective. After the deployment of the energy device, my partner handcuffed Sanford's left and

ORIGIN: 


On 09/20/2016, at about 2325 Hours, I was assigned as the 7th Floor Housing Deputy at the San Diego Central Jail (SDCJ). 
While performing an unscheduled search in 5D, I was involved in a use of force with inmate Ryan Sanford BN# 16157498. 

DEPUTY'S OBSERVATION AND ACTIONS: 

While conducting an unscheduled search in "D" module on the 5th floor, I heard Corporal Gocke #3072 and Deputy Edens 
#3543 order inmate Sanford, Ryan BN16157498 to get down off of the bunk. Sanford did not comply and was becoming 
verbally aggressive. 

Sanford attempted to hit Deputy Edens. Deputy Graves and Corporal Gocke pulled Sanford off of his bunk and took Sanford 
to the ground. Deputy Graves #3760 and Deputy Eden ordered Sanford to put his hands behind his back. Sanford did not 
comply. 

Fearing Sanford would continue to resist I entered cell #6 to assist and applied downward pressure with bot of my hands to 
Sanford's back then downward pressure to the back of his head. Sanford continued to resist and did not comply with deputies' 
orders to put his hands behind his back. Had I not used the force I did, Sanford would have continued and possible 
escalated his level of resistance' likely causing injury to a deputy or himself. Sanford actively resisted, Corporal Rodriguez 
#7289 gave Sanford warning to place his hand behind his back or he would be tased. Sanford did not comply and Corporal 
Rodriguez deployed his conducted energy device (Taser). The Taser was effective and Deputy Graves applied handcuffs to 
Sanford. 


Once Sanford's hands were secured, fellow deputies removed Sanford from the cell to be placed on a medical gurney with no 
further incident. 


Sanford was escorted to the 3rd Floor for a medical assessment. 


I had no further contact with Sanford.

REPORT NARRATIVE 


ORIGIN: 


On 09/20/16, I was assigned to work as the 4th Floor Housing Deputy at the San Diego Central Jail (SDCJ), while conducting 
an unscheduled search on the 5th Floor, and a use of force ensued. 

DEPUTY'S OBSERVATION AND ACTIONS: 


At approximately 2325 hours, I was in the 5th floor lower multi-purpose room providing security as deputies conducted a strip 
search. While in the lower multi-purpose room, I heard the barking of the Sheriff's K-9 coming from inside Module 5D. I ran 
from the lower multi-purpose room to the 5D module. There I observed the Sheriffs K-9 barking in the direction of cells #5 and 
#6. As I approached cell #6, inside the cell were deputies struggling on the floor with an inmate later identified as Sanford, 
Ryan (16157498). 

I saw Sanford thrashing his body and yelling at deputies as they were trying to pull his hand behind his back. As I leaned in to 
try to help, I observed blood on the floor and on my partner's uniforms. Not knowing where the blood came from or if a 
weapon was involved, I drew my department issued electronic weapon devise (X2 Taser). 

I observed Sanford's right arm flailing freely, I announced "Taser, Taser." I believed Sanford was attempting to strike one of 
my partners. Fearing Sanford would further injure my partners, I decided to point my X2 Taser at Sanford's mid-back area 
and deploy. The Taser ran its course in a 5 second cycle. The deployment was at a distance of about 12" inches way from 
Sanford's back. Both Taser probes contacted Stanford's mid back area at about 4"-5" inches apart. The initial Taser 
deployment was effective in limiting Stanford from thrashing his body from side to side. Deputies were able to gain control and 
pull Sanford's hands behind his back, securing both wrists with handcuffs. 

Once Sanford was secured with handcuffs, I grabbed hold of Sanford's shirt and pulled him out of the cell. Sanford was lifted 
onto a gurney and taken to the 3rd floor medical area for treatment. 

At this point, I had no further contact with Sanford.

On 09-20-2016, at approximately 1800 hours, I was assigned as the K-9 Deputy position at the East Mesa Re-Entry Facility 
(EMRF). My K9 partner 'Beny' and I were requested to conduct narcotics sniffs in several modules on various floors for San 
Diego Central Jail (SDCJ) at 2100 hours. 

DEPUTY'S OBSERVATIONS AND ACTIONS: 

On May 3rd, 2012 I graduated the San Diego Sheriffs Department Narcotics Detection Canine Academy. My K-9 partner 
(Beny) and I are trained and certified to detect the odors of controlled substances. 

My K-9 partner 'Beny' is trained in the odors of Methamphetamines, Cocaine, Heroin and Marijuana. 

On 09-20-2016, at approximately 2100 hours, I arrived at SDCJ and utilized my K-9 to conduct narcotics sniffs on the 2nd, 4th 
and 5th floors at the request of Sgt. Binsfield #5660. 

I conducted a free pass sniff of the cell doors on the 2nd floor and in Modules A thru D on the 4th and 5th floors. When Beny 
alerted to a cell door, I advised the deputies that were part of the unscheduled search so they may remove inmates from the 
cell and conduct a thorough search of that cell. 

While on the 5th floor, at about 2325 hours, Beny alerted to cell #06 in D Module. Deputy Gocke #3072 made contact with the 
inmates in cell #06. I heard Deputy Gocke instruct the inmates to get off their bunks and come out of the cell several times. I 
looked into cell #06. I could see the inmate, later identified as Ryan Sanford BN16157498 sitting on the top bunk with what 
appeared to be a prosthetic leg attachment in his hands. From my angle of view it appeared a 4 to 6 inch metal bolt was 
protruding out of the prosthetic attachment. I also appeared Sanford was waving it in Deputy Gocke's face. I could not hear 
what was being said due to my distance from the cell. 

As Sanford was coming down off the top bunk, Deputy Gocke attempted to assist him so he would not fall. As Deputy Gocke 
reached out to help Sanford down, Sanford slapped his hand away and attempted to kick Deputy Gocke in the face.

ORIGIN: 


On 09/20/16 at about 2325 hours, I was assigned as the Security Sergeant at the San Diego Central Jail. I was supervising 
an unscheduled search of 5D. I was informed by Deputy Edens #3543 to come to cell 6. 

Deputy's Observation and Actions: 

As I arrived to Cell 6, I overheard inmate Sanford 16157489 on the top bunk telling the deputies in the cell to take their badges 
off. From my experience, phrases such as that from inmates are challenges to fight. I was at the cell door and did not enter 
the cell. As I looked around the cell I noticed the inmate was talking to Cpi. Gocke #3072. I also noticed Sanford was putting 
on a prosthetic leg. At the end of Sanford's amputated limb was a 3 to 5 inch metal bolt. Sanford had the bolt in close 
proximity to Cpi. Gocke's face. I was concerned for Cpi. Gocke's safety. Cpi. Gocke instructed Sanford to attach his 
prosthetic leg and exit the cell. Sanford continued to challenge Cpi. Gocke, calling him "over-zealous" and stated "my 
attorney told me to tell you to fuck off!" Cpi. Gocke again instructed Sanford to exit the cell. 

Once Sanford attached his limb, Cpi. Gocke informed Sanford he was going to assist him off of the bunk. Cpi. Gocke reached 
out his right arm to help Sanford down. This movement by Cpi. Gocke was slow and non-aggressive. Sanford reached up 
and smacked Cpi. Gocke's hand out of the way and lunged forward. At this the deputies closest to the bunk in the cell, 
grabbed Sanford and pulled him off of the bunk. Other than Cpi. Gocke, I do not recall the other deputies at the bunk. The 
deputies struggled with Sanford on the cell floor. I turned to Deputy Baker #1566 and asked if he and his K9 partner Benny 
could assist. As I turned back to the cell I saw Cpi. J. Rodriguez #7289 enter the cell with a Taser. He announced his 
presence with the Taser and deployed the Taser on Sanford. This allowed the deputies to secure Sanford in handcuffs and 
put him onto a gurney. 

As we escorted Sanford to medical for evaluation, I spoke to Deputy Edens. Deputy Edens had an abrasion to his right 
cheek, behind his right ear and on the back of his neck. Deputy Edens told me Sanford had him in a headlock in the cell. 
Sanford was taken to SDCJ Medical and evaluated. The nurse recommended Sanford be sent to the hospital for suturing of a 
laceration above his right eye. Sanford was transported to Tri-City Medical Center by Cpi. Kellas #4855 and Deputies 
DelaTorre #4587 and Dunning #0014. Normally two deputies would take an inmate to the hospital, but do to Sanford's violent 
actions and assaultive behavior, three were sent.

Origin: 

On 09-20-16, at 2325 hours, I was assigned to the Movement Sergeant position at the San Diego Central Jail (SDCJ). 
Deputy's Observation and Actions: 


While supervising an unscheduled search of the 5th Floor D Module when I observed Corporal Gocke #3072 opened Cell #6 
and approached an inmate later identified as Sanford, Ryan #16157498. I overheard Sanford state "Fuck you homie, fuck 
you!" As I approached the cell, I observed Corporal Gocke standing in the doorway and instructing Sanford to exit the cell. I 
heard Sanford again state "fuck you homie!" As I repositioned myself to better oversee the situation I noticed that there were 
two inmates in the cell. 


I observed Sanford reached under his blanket and removed a portion of a prosthetic leg that had an approximately 3-5 inch 
screw protruding from the end of it. Sanford held the portion of the prosthetic leg with both of his hands and pointed the screw 
towards deputies in a threating manner. Sanford was facing Corporal Gocke and stated "I am going to find you on the street, 
and then we will see how tough you are. Take off your badge right now and see what happens" while still pointing the screw in 
the direction of the deputies. I stated to Sanford to not threaten deputies and to comply with the deputies' instructions. Sanford 
stated to me, "Sarge you have an overzealous corporal!" Again I stated to Sanford to follow the deputies instructions. 

Sanford began to attach his prosthetic leg to his amputated leg but continued to repeatedly stated, "Fuck you homie, my 
lawyer told me to tell you fuck you." After Sanford secured his prosthetic leg to his amputated leg and the screw was no longer 
a threat towards deputies. Corporal Gocke instructed Sanford to get down from the top bunk. Sanford refused to comply with 
his instructions. I observed Deputy Graves #3760 and Corporal Gocke attempt to assist Sanford off the top bunk. Sanford 
pulled away and slapped Corporal Gocke's hand. Due to Sanford threating deputies and challenging deputies to fight I 
instructed the deputies to pull Sanford from the top bunk. Corporal Gocke and Deputy Graves pulled Sanford from the top 
bunk, Sanford landed on his feet and started to resist by attempting to pull away and strike them with a closed fist. I observed 
Corporal Gocke used his right closed fist to strike Sanford in the face.

I immediately went inside the 
module and observed a group of deputies inside Cell #6 and an inmate (later identified as Ryan Sandford BN #16157498) 
ensuing in a physical altercation. When I arrived to the cell door I heard Corporal Rodriguez #7289 announce "Taser, Taser" 
and at that time he deployed his Taser to the mid area of his back. 


Once deputies were able to place handcuffs on Sanford I observed him being removed from the cell.

ORIGIN: 


On 09/20/16 at about 2325 hours, I was assigned as the Team One Watch Commander at the San Diego Central Jail. I was 
supervising an unscheduled search of 5D. 

Deputy's Observation and Actions: 

As I was standing in the dayroom of 5D overseeing the search I was positioned to the far right side of the module by the 
staircase. I noticed that several deputies were at Cell 6 and had been there for several minutes. I could not hear what was 
going, but knew the deputies were making contact with the inmates inside cell for reasons unknown to me at the time. 

After approximately one minute the deputies were still in the cell so I moved to the center of dayroom to see if I could observe 
what was going on. I could hear dialogue occurring in the cell however it did not get my attention other than the deputies had 
been in the cell for several minutes. 


I then heard the dialogue escalate so I moved closer to the open cell; at this time I saw inmate Sanford Bn 16157489 lunge 
himself off the top bunk towards the deputies that were in the cell, he landed on his feet and was facing Corporal Gocke, I 
momentarily thought that Corporal Gocke was going to be assaulted by Sanford due to Sanford be so close to him. A struggle 
ensued and because of my positioning and the number of deputies inside the cell I was not able to see what force was being 
used and by whom. 

I became aware that the Taser was being deployed and Sanford was soon in handcuffs and moved to just outside the door of 
Cell 6, while the deputies waited for a gurney to arrive. Sanford was then taken to the third floor medical clinic area and 
triaged by medical staff. 

While walking to the elevators on the 5th floor I noticed that Deputy Edens had blood on his uniform, an abrasion to his right 
cheek, behind his right ear and the back of his neck. Deputy Edens told me that Sanford had him in a headlock in the cell. 
Deputy Edens was breathing heavily and I escorted him to medical clinics to be assessed by medical staff. 

Sanford was taken to SDCJ Medical and evaluated. The nurse recommended Sanford be sent to the hospital for suturing of a 
laceration above his right eye. Sanford was transported to Tri-City Medical Center by Cpi. Kellas #4855 and Deputies 
DelaTorre #4587 and Dunning #0014. Normally two deputies would take a high level inmate to the hospital, but do to 
Sanford's violent actions and assaultive behavior, three were sent.
